rursuant to the aothorlty vested in the Attorrifiy General by National 
Security Action Mdaoracdum 161, dated June 9, 1962 from the President, and 
in view of the proposed rescission by the National Seisurity Council of Its 
isocuaeat S425/1, 1 hereby direct that the Interdepartmental Conaittee on 
Internal Security shall continue in operation oith the present ovgsniza<=* 
Sional structures and teitos of reference. 

The ICIS Charter is hereby ncaanded as follooe: 

1. The first paragraph le aoended to read: ‘‘Pursuant to the provi- 

sions of National Security Action Memorandua 161, dated June 9, 
1.962 from the Preeident, the Attorney General hereby authorises 
.itad directs that the Interdepartmental Cotaalttee on Internal 
Security (IC1S> effect the co-ordination of all phases of the 
Internal security field except as pertains to tite following 
funcvlons %;hich are assigned to the Ifoterdepartmentsl Xntelll- 
geacfs Conference (JIG) { the co-ordlnetlon of the Invest igat ion 
of ail dotaestic espionage; counterespionage, sabotage, and 
subversion, and other related intelligence matters effecting 
internal security. The ISIS shall be guided by the terms of 
this charter.*' 

2. Persejraph A(4) is deleted. 

3. Fara^ra:>h B(8) is amended by striking out the words '^tlonsl 
Security Council** and substituting therefor the words "Attorney 
Cenerel". 

4. Farai^raph C(3> is emended by striking out the words "matd die 
representative of the Hatiotzal Security Council". 

5. Paragraph €<4) is es^sndad striking out the words 'National 
Security Council'* and substituting therefor the words "Attorney 
General .

Attorney General 
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(4) The ICXS shall take the aeceaaary steps to procure resolution 
of conflicts of Jurisdiction that isiqr arise in the field of internal 
security for ^ich the ICXS is responsible, and it shall detemiiie hy 
Tzhat agency or departsMot necessary action will be handled* 

(5) Tlie ZCIS Shall study and moke recoanendatioas with reference 
to legislation, executive orders, and regulations needed to eefaieve the 
objectives of the ICIS* 

(6) Ihe ICIS shall pronote appropriate exdtenge and eoerdination 
of Information, as well as action, among the several agencies end 
departments of the government. 

(7) The ICIS shall incorporate under it, or absorb the fuaetlons 
of, existing interdepartmental conalttcea Which may be operating In its 
field of rasponsibility. 

(8) The ICIS shall establish guidance in all mattera under Its 
Jurisdiction and shall perform such other functions in Its field as may 
be necessary or as may be assigned to it by the Attorney General. 

Co PIOCEDUSE 

(1) The ICIS shall establish sudi ad hoe and working cooeilttees as 
may be necessary for the purpose of discharging Its responsibilities. 

(2) The ICIS shall Initiate end eo-’Ordlnate necessary studies, 
projects, and surveys relating to its responsibilities. It shall request, 
receive, and correlate suggestions or actual atudies, projects, and 
surveys from notmeanber agencies in the field of rasponsihlllty assigned 
to the ICIS. 

(3) The ICIS shall maintain co-ordination with the IIC throu^ 
the Chairman of the ICIS . Whenever appri^riate, the ICIS will hold 
Joint meetings or establish Joint subcoioalttees with the IIC. 

(4) Tl>e ICIS shall submit to the Attorney General tiMse problems 
-uhich require consideration or action by the Attorney General and those 
problems which cannot be resolved and worked out through co-operetlve 
consideration and action.

Pursuant to the provisions of Ratiaoel Security Action KsMMrssidan 161 , 
dated Jane 9 , 1962 from the President, die Attorney Gewnral iNieehy 
authorises end directs that the Interdepartomitel Coeeiittee on Internal 
Security (ICIS) effect the co^erdinatlmi of ell pheoee of the Internal 
security field except aa pertains to the follewl^ fimctlone uhlch ere 
eseigned to the Interdepertnent Intelligence Conference (IlC); the 
co-ordination of the investigation of all teowstle espionage; oomter- 
espionage, sabotage, and eubverelon, and othar related Intelligence 
matters affecting internal aeeurlty. The ICXS Shall be guided the 
terms of this duirtsr. 

A. OSBANIZATIGH 

(1) The ICXS shall be coiqiosed of repreteotetlvee fro* die Deport- 
ments of State, Treasury, Defense and Justice. 

(2> The Chairman shall be designated by the President frou the 
membership of the Committee after eonsultetlon with the Attorney Oneral. 

An executive secretary shall also be selected by the ICXS, and he shall 
be responsible for neintainlng the nececeexy records. An adequate secre- 
tariat Btaff composed of representatives of all manber depsrtswnts shall 
be provided. 

(3) ICXS, throufl^ Its Chslrnen, shall invite nomasalMr agency 
representatives as ad hoc matabers of the ICXS when matters Insolvlng the 
responsibilities of such ao n a eBbere are under consideration. 

B. PONSBS ADO BXSPtWSXBILXTXBS 

(1) The ICXS, in its field, or in collaboration with the IIC, shall 
take the necessary action to Insure the establishment end mainteneace of 
the highest practicable state of internal eecurlty. Including tha making 
of necessary plana and prq[>aratlon8 for adequate Intamal eacurlty In the 
event of a war-related esiergency. 

<2> The ICXS shall oslce appropriate studies and take necessary 
action to insure that e<»iplete coverage Is maintelned by all appropriate 
departments and agencies In those omtters under its Jurisdiction. 

(3) The ICZ8 shall take the necessary action to insure that there 
is no duqillcatlon of effort by governmental departments end egenelee in 
those matters under its Jurisdiction.
